Rudy Ukeek, April 18, 1S80. 
Tho trip from Fort Hope to tho 
'Ruby Creek mines, entered upon the 
first of last month, has proven a long 
'anid difficult one, which accounts iu full 
for my not writing earlier. Our little 
party left. Hope the 2nd idf March last, 
'■'^"'iMia'reBrdh'fed Ita'destina 
i.o|-.April. Tho first thrco , weeks was 
one continuous snow storm. Ours 
proved to bo the first party over this 
route, and consiquently we' had the 
roads to break. Tho snow being soft 
an^jgowerm? feet in ;depth - proved a 
,very. serious check to . fast , traveling. 
Then, again, wo were encumbered with 
an outfit of supplies sufBcient for three 
'' rhorithB, and with tools and material to 
< ■ ."go. into active operations. We brought 
every article through with us. Several 
I parties that started after us reached 
the mines in one-half the t|m.e,f',and 
'."fieven less; but they went to -make .the 
^',.^ound' tHp, simply to locate ground and 
- comply with the laws of the district, 
V which requires representation on July 
■ 1st. Thirty-five miles from Hope wo 
whip-sawed lumber and constructed a 
scovj and.froni that period we navigat- 
ei^^tho .Skaget to within t|«^,o .miles of 
""tlie mouth of Ruby Cfceki vvhehco ' we 
' crossed tho divide, a distance of about 
three miles, striking the Ruby river 
four miles from its mouth.; The dis- 
tance made down the Skaget we esti- 
taated'at about thirty-fivo. miles. Wc 
encountered nine heavy jams in tho 
river and experienced no little di(E- 
culty*in.pqrtaging.,ous,;OUtfit and boats; 
two of 'tu^'p'cii'tages'feiag' about two 
^fifliles,in,length. The snow-fall from 
Cl5s6]^e.>iucreaseJ gradually in depth till 
wo struck the Skaget, where wo found 
it to be some twelve feet deep. As we 
descended the river it as gradually de- 
crcasedj-till a depth of three feet was 
attained at the point where' we left it. 
,It is q.uite probablo that my estimate 
of th6 distance is too great. We fol- 
lowed the river in all its wanderings,

Mr. Harris moved for a return showing 
the number of patients at present in tho 
lunatic asylum, New Westminster; tho 
number admitted during tho past year; 
tho number that havo died; and tho ^itm- 
bor that havo been discharged cured. 
Tho mover said he took this stop in order 
that tho House might be placed in pos- 
session of much valuable information. 
Various reports had boon mado concorn- 
ing tho man.ngemont of tho institution and 
it was desirable that an investigation 
should be instituted. It had been stated 
that nothing was ever known of the in- 
mates :iftpr tlioy once entered tho walls 
of the asylum and tliat they were buried 
without inquest and without record.

Hon. i\lr. \T,ilkem said tliat only 
ivmaincd unappropriated and thataniount 
would doubtleaa be iec|uired before tho 
30th June arrived. 

Mr. Williams was greatly surprised to 
see that no amount had been placed on 
the estimates for Victoria city, but he 
auppoacd that the ininiater of linanco had 
expended the ^SJ.'iQO voted last year so 
badly and so unfairly that the other two 
members of the cabinet had refused to 
lot him have anytliing for the city this 
year. To his (Mr.W's) mind the only 
thing thu tinancQ minister liad dono with 
tho money to benefit tho public waa to 
build a small piece of road to Beacon 
hill. Tlio rest of tho appropriation ho 
had used for buying real estate for tho 
benefit of his friends,.iwithout consulting 
any of the other 'city members, and in 
making roads that led to nowhere. Ho 
had opened no public roads, but had lit- 
torally divided tho money up amongst 
his friends. Even now lie was 
blasting out rook to make a street 
leading to his own residence. It 
benefitted nobody else at all (hear, 
hoar). As for tho road to tho hospital 
that waa dene bj' the chaingang. Tho 
mon«y ospendod on approaches to the 
sclioolhouse was thrown away. A maca- 
damized road was not wanted at all there. 
There wab no travel there except by pe- 
dostriano, A good sidewalk was all that 
wa.i uocessaiy for the school children, 
but the finance minister had mado a 
wagon road that would not wear out in 
2,000 years. It was only intended to be- 
nefit tho finance minister's friends. It 
would naturally be thought that tho city 
having a representative in the cabinet 
would have obtained a good sum on the 
estimates, but ho (.Mr. W.) could now un- 
derstand why the other members of the 
cabinet would not giro him a cent. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said that tho wiiole 
secret of the attack of tho member who 
had just sat down was tho fact that he 
wanted him (Mr. B. ) to expend last year's 
appropriation an a swing bridge at tho 
foot of Johnson street in order to improvo 
his (Mr. WUliams') property. This ho had 
distinctly refused to do. Tho hon. gentle- 
man denied that he had expended a 
Bipylo dollar to improve Jiis own properly. 

Mr. Williams said thaj; tho vote for 
Point EUico bridge had been altered by 
tho finance ministor so that it could bo 
ospondod on thu proposed Johnson street 
bridge under the head of Vicloria- 
Esquimalt bridges. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven— That ia false. 

Mr. Williams said it was quite true and 
lie could, prove it by another hon. mem- 
ber. 

Mr. Wilson said the Htatfiuciit of Mr. 
Williama \vas perfectly corrert. The ap- 
propriation had boon altered. Ho had 
all along been in favor of the swing 
bridge, believing that it would bo a very 
useful improvement. He hail fal;on a 
broad view of the matter and .suggested 
that the government make lUTangomcnls 
to take over the Indian reserve and divide 
it into homesteads which woidd bring in 
a large amount of money to the troasur}'. 
His colleague, however, had taken a more 
contracted viuw of tho matter and, having 
tho inside track, being a member of the 
ministry, oxpendsd tho appropriation on 
a number of small works, some of which 
wf)re;.porhSpii'bf publib'tttilit^. .'•!«-• 



Mr. Drummond said that at first he had 
favored tho swing bridge, but finding 
that it would spoil the navigation of the 
harbor and discovering that it would be 
unpopular with many of his constituents 
ho had abandoned the idea and gone in 
for making other improvements in varir 
ou.j parts of the city. In Oi'der to make 
these it had boon iiecessarj' to purchase 
cortains parcels of real estate. Ho did 
not see why no appropriation had boon 
mado for the city and he could aasure'the 
House that his consiituerits 'word niuSh 
annoyed at tho omission. Tlio reprosen- 
ttitives for tho city had not miabohavcd 
themselves and ho did not soo why they 
should be cut off without a dollar. 

Mr. Williams said tho absonco of tho 
appropriation this year was entirely due 
to the narrow mind of the finance minis- 
ter. Justice had not been done any dis- 
trict. Tho appropriations had boon re- 
duced to a ridiculously low figure, but 
evennowthoy wouldnot bo all expended. It 
reminded him of a tailor who "cabbaged" 
a piece of cloth from every suit ho mado. 
So it was with the finance ministor. Ho 
"cabbaged" a portion of ovety appropria- 
tion on tho estimates. 

Mr. Wilson hoped the finance ministor 
would wako up and bestir himself a little 
in endeavors to got a sum placed on tho 
estimates for the city. Ho (Mr. W.) did 
not caro much on what it was expended — 
porhaps Beacon Hill Park might be im- 
proved and beautified. 

Mr. Drummond hoped something would 
bo i)lacod on tho supplomontary esti- 
mates. A district returning four luom- 
bers was entitled to somo considoration. 

Mr. Williams denied that he had told 
tho finance minister that ho would liavo 
tho S-luOO expended on a swing-bridgo or 
nothinr; at all. When ho could not get the 
bridge he had suggested tho building of a 
new hotiao for tho Tiger engine company 
or a now orplianago. 

Cowichan district, 31500. —Mr. Smitho 
asked on what works it was intendod to 
expend this vote. 

Lion. Mr. Walkem replied he could not 
possibly inform tho hon. member, ihe 
qucation was most unusu.al. Tho sum of 
ijlOO was for arrears. 

Mr. Smitho said ho wan asking a ([uos- 
tion which waa quite [iropor.

Hon. Mr. Walkemaaid ho had notundor- 
utood tho question and then onumoratod 
tho names of tho roads on which tho ap- 
propriation ia to bo oxi'.endod. /. 

Mr. Piinbury said th-' amount was^ a|^ 
togotlier too small. ^ 

Tho item paaaod. 

.M.iin trunk road, fe45,000.— Mr. Wil- 
son did not know \ ;i.!tlior due economy 
•\ya:i obsorM'd in :!i;iintaiuing tho road, 
but it was a friyhtt'iil drag on tlio country. 
Otit of .^70,000 voted for roaila it took 
considerably moro than half. 

.Mr. Forgiisou said tho road ivas not 
(uily the road to Cariboo but to tho city 
of Victoria wliere the wealth of tho form- 
er place was enjoyed. Victoria had a 
greater interest in the maintenance of/the 
road than any other portion of the Pro- 
vince. 

Ml'. ?irc(iillivray contended that a por- 
tion of tlie appropriation r.houkl bo ex- 
ptiiidcd on tho New Weslniinstcr branch 
of tho trunk road. 

lion. Mr. Walkom said that 'when rail- 
way conatriiction coiiinieiiced — and ho 
waa informed on good authority that 
Homo 2000 men would bo oinployod with- 
in ais or oight wuoks — the Dominion Gov- 
ernment would, aa aooii as they get tlic 
40-milc land belt, necessarily havo to 
construct a thorough colonization system 
of roads throughout tho belt. 

Mr. Harris thought tho appropriation 
too small. Nocoaaary work about Bur- 
I'ard Inlet would havo to bo abandoned 
fur want of money. Ho hoped that the 
supplementary eatimates would contain 
something for work that ouglit to he dono 
without further doUay. 

Mr. McGillivray fully agreed witlr the 
remarks of hia collciguf. 

Thu item p.issed. 

IJon. Mr. Walkom, in answer to Mr. 
Mara, said that a portion of the grant for 
Yalo was to be appropriated to the Ska- 
got trail. 

Mr. !Mara would bo sorry that any por- 
tion of tho auiall amount should l)o de- 
voted to tho Skagot. That ahould be 
provided for indupeiulontly of tho grant 
for Yalo. Other vory necessary works 
ought to bo attoudod to if possible, dsj&e- 
ciall3' a britlgo at Savona. 

Hon. iSIr. Walkcin thought it would bo 
premature to build tho bridge referred to 
on acc(junt of the railway which" when 
continued would go north of Kumloops 
lake. 

Mr. Vernon thought that the mombers 
from tho district under consideration 
ought to bo listened to with regard to tho 

wants of the district. 

Mr. Holgoaon quite concurred with tho 
members for Yalo. Thoy wore certainly 
in a position to say how the money, should 
bo laid out, and ho hoped the government 
would bo guided by their wishes. 

Mr. Bennett romarked that the bridge 
at Lytton was uaoleas on account of the 
want of a road to got to it. The govorn- 
mont ought to consider this fact. A groat 
deal of work in other parts of tho district 
was urgently required. Even if a toll 
woro imposed a bridge ought to bo built 
at Savona. People had often to camp on 
tho southsidc whora no house exiatud on 
account of not boing ablo to get over. 

Mr. W. Brown also urged upon tho 
(•ovornment tho necessity of a road to tho 
Lytton bridge across tho Thompson. Tho 
amount apportioned was quite too small 
for that work; but he hoped that nest 
year it would be done. 

ilr. Wilaon was of opinion that pro- 
bably S300 would make tho trail down to 
tho boundary lino to Skaget and ho hoped 
it would bo attended to. 

Mr. Mara wished to know what ar- 
rangements had been made for a ferry at 
Savona. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem in reply said.it, was 
to the interest of tho ferryman "tO: keep 
the ferrj' up. 

Mr. Mara referred to the dispute be- 
tween the ferryman and the government. 
That dispute ought to bo settled at once. 

□ on. Mr. Walkom replied that tho for- 
ryman would liavo to repair his boat. Tho 
government were not required to do his 
ferryboat repairing. 

Mr. McGillivray wished to know when 
tho Skaget trail would be commenced. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem stated th.nl it would 
1)0 commoncod in May. 

Tho item passed. 

Mr. Ferguson aaid that the trails were 
in bad repair in Cariboo district. The 
appropriation waa entirely iiuuleiiuato. 
Very little liatl boon expended last year, 
in consequence of which many of the 
trails were almost impassable. 'New 
trails worn urgently required in difl'erent 
parts of tho district. Chilcoten, a section 
of ctmntry capable of producing moro 
farm jn-oduoo than all Vancouver Island, 
had no tr.ail at all. Trails liad been so 
much neglected that it would require not 
alono three but ten thousand dollars to 
put thorn in repair. The bridge at Ques- 
nollo forks ought to bo purchased by the 
Governmeut. It would, inithrse tJr,foJir 
years pay for itself. 

Mr. Abrams did not make any remark 



when tho' appropriation for Nanaimb was 
passed, yet lie would now say that it 
would take S!5,000 to put roads hi repair 
ir\;that district.; , j 

Mr. sSinithe was of opinion that tho re- 
marks 'of tho horn' member for Cariboo 
would be endorsed byTovery member of 
the House. When roads and trails woro 
in such a deplorable condition they v.'oro 
almost useless. His ov;a district had 
been shamefully neglected, ociually with 
Cariboo. Tho Government might e.oaily 
double the grants made to many of the' 
districts. In another year tho financo 
minister woidd hivo a largejjurplus which 
would undoubtedly bo devoted to tho cal- 
ling in of debentures. No allowance had 
boon madofor tho largo influx of population 
which would result ; from railway work. 
Hadi IhisialloTOI^ce been- taken -.into 
corisideraiiori larger! grants ■ might have' 
been made for public works where thoy 
wore so urgently required. 

ilr. Wilson pointed out that thoro w.ia 
an undcr-cstimato of $30,000 on lands 
alone. Again, tho school ta.x waa also 
much undor-ostimated. If collected as it 
ought: iQ)tbee.f45|!iP):.would bo realized 
from this source which would give an ad- 
ditional 815,000 for public works. Road 
tolls would incroaso too, much more than 
S5,000— perhaps §10,000 or §12,000. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven explained in roferonce 
to tho collection of taxes that tho clauses 
pertaining to, tjiat matter were sufficiently 
stringent. ' The collector in th.is,city did 
his best to get in taxes. Ho worlced late 
and early. Ho thought that tho land 
rovenuQ waa over-ostimatod, if anything. 
Should a largo surplus bo found in the 
liands of tho govornmont it couldbo easily 
distributed when the House mot again in 
January next. A largo increase of popu- 
lation would only increase the school tax, 
Tho chief benefit of that would be deriv- 
ed by the Dominion government from 
larger rocoi[)ta in tlio customs. 

Mr. Williama had boon trying to find 
out how it happened that so little school 
tax had boon collected. The collector 
^\^a8 obliged to pay hia owjji expenses when- 
i(OV|er, a'diatrauit jras made. If we bad a 
libtiral finance minister who would not re- 
fuse to pay nocossary oxponaes moro taxes 
would bo oollocted. The item passed. 

Mr. Gallagher waa sorry the amount 
put do\sn for Kootenay was so small. 
(Hoar, heir, and lauglitor.) Ho thought 
it would be advisable for tlio government 
to increase tho suhi. 

Tho chairinan was oxcoodingly dia- 
appoiiitod at tho smallnoas of tho grant. 
The finance ininiater shoidd allow him to 
make tho amount §3,000. If a much 
needed trail were mado goods could bo 
laid down from Jloutreal for 11 cents per 
lb. Tho cost now from Victoria was more 
than 20 cts. Tho farming lands were 
first-rate and the mining rosourcea re- 
markably good. 

Mr. Wilaon U'uuld like lo double the 
amount if it were lawful. Tlie popula- 
tion would perhaps it|croase; it would 
certainly when the hnn. member return- 
ed, (l/iughler.) 

Mr. yernon (| noted from tho mining 
roporl to .ahow that V.alo produciid more 
gold than Kootenay. 

Hon. Mr. Humphruya accounted for 
this from tho fact that reports from Yale 
were more accurate than those from Koot- 
enay. 

Mr. Vernon pointed out the groat tlis- 
p.arity between tho appropriations for 
Vale and K«otona)' respectively. Grants 
akould bo distributed equally. Districts 
should get a fair division independently 
of whether thoy returned government 
supporters or not. 

Mr. Gallagher charged tho late chief 
commissioner of lands and works with not 
Bjjonding §5,000 appropriated on account 
of Kootenay not returning govornmont 
supporters. • 

Mr. Vernon denied the accusation hi 
Mo. '■; ■ ■- 

The cliairman rose to explain but was 
called to order. 

Chair v.acatod ami (.I'cupicd pm f.'/a by 
!Mr. Drummond. 

Mr. Galbraith continued by comparing 
tho diatricts of Yale and Kootenay. When 
Yale waa producing but little Kootenay 
waa largidy helping to build up tho 
province. 

Thechairboingreauined tho item pasaod. 

Mr. Smitho romarked that aa Caasiar 
had not a member in the Houao it was 
tho duty of hnn. gentlemen to watch 
its intoreats. Tho amount put down 
was altogether '.'too small for the 
wants of that important district. It liad 
but one trail, and that a very bad ono, 
over which all supplies had to paas. If 
Casaiar had a repreaontativo in the House 
the grant would bo vory much larger. 
Ho. should be. very glad indeed if the 
ambunt^;couIcl' be doubled. « 

Mr. Galltighor coincided with the re- 
marks of tho loader of the opposition that 
Cassiar should have a larger grant. 

Mr. Williams was also of opinion that 
Cassiar should certainly havo as much as 
was collected by road tolls — §7000 at least. 

Tho itom passed. 

Mr. Vernon askod for information re- 
specting graving dock cement and con- 
tended tliat tho itom for 100 tons of 
cement might bo devoted to noccasary 
public worka as the material v.-ould not bo 
required during the year. 

Mr. Helgeson thought Iho new cement 
was necessary to mix with tho old as it 
was much detorioratod. (Hoar, hear, and 
laughter.) Tho itom passed. 

Miscollanooua expenditure items amount- 
ing to §18,050, passed. 

This boing tho last item in the estimates 
the committee r6ao' to meet again at 11 
o'clock Saturday.
